the premier was to speak members of the 
house wore on hand to secure seats, and the 
Irish members, having hoard that the Tories 
had "put uy a job,1' by which all the Lost 
scats wore Lo bo secured so that thu Irish- 
men should havo "Hobson's chance/' de- 
feated tbo plan by coming early aud very 
••often," nnd sollinK tlio best places to be 
bud. liufore the hall -wosswupt and scrubbed 
the members wero selecting yeftts, anil when 
Bcloctod took possession of them and braved 
tlui dust in tho air and water under foot 
when tho cleansing business began with a 
devotion worthy of a mighty good^-ausi-. 


Gladstone's appearance in an open car- 


riage on his way to parliament, abuat •):."(>, 
•was the signal for a tremendous rush in the 
direction of his carriage, while the air wus 
•out wiUi the cheers of thousands of men. 
With tlio aid of a largo body of police the 
.tromier's carriage was gotten through tho 
crowd, and he disappeared inside tho por- 
tals of Westminster palaeo, followed by a 
•oar as of moving waters. 


"When ho was recognized ia the hall an- 


othor roar of cheers broko out in answ-br to 
;hat outaido, and tbe building might almost 
bo said to have been shaken by the volley 
of hurrahs. Tho house had boon called to 
order, aud the preliminary business trans- 
icted when tho premier came in, and at 


>, tunid asllonco for the moment thai 


was intense, bo rose and began hLi speooh. 


After declarin™ thai tho question of Irish 


rovornmenc and Irish lands wore insopara- 
jly connected but imposaiblo ot elucidation 
together, ho eaid that thfl magnitude of the 
task before him filled him with mistrust, but 
that tho feeling of responsibility 
if he 


should fail was greater than tliat mistrust. 
[lo then said it was necessary to quit 
fencing with the Irish question, tho govern- 
ment must got at tbo root 
With this end 


overnment was to propose to the commons 
[hal which will restore legislation to its 
natural, ancient and unimpeded course, and 
above all establish harmonious rotations be- 
tween Groat Britain and Ireland [hear, 
hoar] on a footing of those free institutions 
to which Knglishmen, Scotchmen and Irish- 
men alikQ are unalterably attached. [Loud 
cheers which wore prolonged by tbo homo 
rule members,] 


Mr. G ladstoue thon said that coercion had 


been tried in Ireland for fifty years and had 
failed. 
Something olso must 
be tried. 


What was tho causo of the trouble: Tho 
fact that tbo Irish discredited the laws made 
1.0 govern them because they wore foreign 
,aws. England and Scotland wero governed 
jy English and Scotch laws; Ireland must 


governed by Irish laws. To this end an 


Irish parliament was necessary. 
He pro- 


posed to reconcile diversity of legislatures 
with imperial unity. 
There had been an 


Irish parliament and it bad shown itself 
possessed of a spirit of froedom, that would, 
if England had not blunderod by abolishing 
it, have saved infinite trouble. 


The premier said ho would now pass to 


tho plan of how to give Ireland a legislature 
to deal with Ireland, as distinguished from 
imporial affairs. 
[Hear, hear.] He was 


confronted at tbe outset with what he felt 
to bo a formidable dilemma. Ireland was to 
have'a domestic legislature for Irish affairs. 
That was his postulate from which ho set 
out. 
If Ireland wus to havo n. domestic 


legislature, Irish poors and Irish representa- 
tives could not como to tho house of com- 
mons to control English and Scotch afTairs. 
[Choers.] Thou with regard to the question 
whether Irish represontattvos should como 
to tbo house of commons for the settlement 
of imperial all'airs, bo thought it could not 
be done. lie had thorofore arrived at the 
conclusion that Irish members nnd Irish 
peers 
ought 
not 
to 
sit 
in 
tho 


palace of 
Westminster. 
[Cries of Oh: 


Oh! and cheers,] Ho believed that Groat 
Britain would never impose upon Ireland 
taxation 
without 
representation. 
Thon 


came another question which raised a prac- 
tical difficulty, wore they to give up tlscal 
unity of the empire. 
Ee stood upon tho 


substantial ground that to give up tho fiscal 
unity of tho empire would be a public in- 
convonionco und misforcuno; it would be a 
groat misfortune for Great Britain aud a 
greater misfortune for Ireland. 


His plan to avoid this difficulty was to 


give tho Irish parliament authority over all 
taxation except customs and such excise 
duties as wore connected with customs; tbo 
proceeds of the cuntoms taxes to be hold for 
Ireland's banofit, and whatever balance is 
loft after imperial obligations aro discharged 
to go back to the Irish exchequer. 
Repre- 


ntatives of Ireland aro to have the right 


of addressing tho crown. 
The parliament is 


to oudure for live years and to bo composed 
of tho twouty-eigbt Irish paers and soventy- 
ilve other members elected by tho Irish poo- 
pie, 
who :,hall constitute one order, and -'00 


other representatives elected by tho people, 
who should constitute another order. 
With 


regard to the powers of olootion, tho con- 
stituency would be composed of occupiers of 
land ol! tho value OU ££i and upwards, and 
tho representatives would be «loct.ed for ton 
years. 
The property qualification of repre- 


sentatives would bo -U200, annual value, or 
a capital value of £400. 
Ho proposed that 


tho 101 Irish members in tho house should 
be members of tbo Irish parliament, and 
wkilo the first order of the legislative 
body 
would 
consist 
of 
103 mem- 


bers, 
the 
second 
order 
would 


consist of 'J06. 
It was proposed to retain 


tho viceroy, but ho would not be the repre- 
sentative of a party, or go out of offlco with 
the outgoing government 
The representa- 


tives of the upper order ore to bo elected 
for ten years and tho paors to hold for life. 


Tho functions of tbe parliament would in- 


clude all legislative functions of an inde- 
pendent body except three, namely: Every- 
thing which related the to crown;that which 
belonged to the defense, the army, tho navy, 
the entire organization of armed force; and 
to our foreign colonial rolations. 
It would 


not bo competent to pass ft law for the es- 
tablishment, or endowment of any particu- 
lar religion. 
(Uheors.1 Tho Irish parlia- 


ment would have nothing to do with coin- 
age or legal tender. 
Ths question of post- 


office quarantine and ono or^two other mat- 
ters aro loft to parliament and not included 
in the bill 
The two orders of the parlia- 


ment aro to get together and vot« sopa- 
rataly on doinand of otthor ord«- which 
could interpose a veto upon any measure 
for a limited time. 


Judges and members of the civil service 


now holding ollico are to have thoir pensions 
auto-dated and tbolr successors b» appointed 
by tho new Irish government. The consti- 
tution is to remain as it is, and tlio Irish 
legislature be relieved of all expenditure on 
that head above £1,000,000 jwr annum. The 
ultimate purpose, though, was to give tho 
Irish legislature control of t'no police. Mem- 
bers of the civil servico ar.& to end their 
service with the iiniiorial government in two 
years, at which time tbe Irisj government 
would take held.

dono all this in an endeavor to civo Ireland 
good laws. 
That ia qaito true with regard 


to the general course of legislation since 
l.-vl'J. 
Many o' those laws have hcon passed 


under an influence which I can hardly de- 
scribe as tho Influence of foar. 
Ho did not 


deny tbo good intentions of tlio British par- 
liament to pass good laws for Ireland, hut in 
ordor to work out the purposes of gov- 
ernment there- was something more in this

THE ICE HAKTE6T. 


l»nu CoiiUuucd Hound uO'lcuwnro. 
Ice as 'a domestic commodity can no 


longer bo classed [among the luxuries of 
civilized life. The time for this is past- 
In our climate tho parching heat oE sum- 
mer would make human life almost intol- 
erable, but for the relief furnished by the 
2C,000,000 tons of ice 'gathered from our 
streams and ponda whilst hold in the icy 
totters at Ja;k Frost. Bnt whilst ice is 
on article of necessity, sejond only to 
water as a beverage, the harvest is very 
precarious, owing to tho uncertainties of 
winter weather. The difficulties attend- 
ing the harvesting of the ice crop are 
little understood by the masses ot the 
people who look to the i:o dealer for 
thoir summer supply; henco their unreas- 
onable demands and constant complaints 
when unavoidable expense in securing a 
crop compels a corresponding advance in 
price. An abundant harvest does not 
necessarily follow a hard and prolonged 
winter, as IH generally supposed.

IB necesBary for thie purpose is a month 
or more cf steady freezing weather, 
which will give the ice sufficient thick- 
ness for ordinary use, and tho dealers

Three years ago wo had ono 
of tho longest and most rugged winters 
on record all over tho United States, yat
